Ordered, That the Treasurer do produce Receipts, or show Insolvencies that shall cover and 
account for the Sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Pounds, which it is to be presumed have been 
Kused upon the county of the city of Limerick, being part of a Presentment for £.7,711. 184. ad. 
granted by Presentment for the New Gaol; and also for the Sum of £.3,217. iSr. 3 d. part of a 
Presentment of £. 4,290. 114. 10 d. granted for the Tipperary Road.

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LIMERICK CITY, RETURNS OF PRESENTMENTS 
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ORDER of Court made by the Judge of Assize, at Spring Assizes 1820. 

March 20th 1820 Ordered, by the Court, that Edmond Morony, late Treasurer of the county of 

the city of Limerick, do account upon oath, on the first day of the next assizes, for all sums received 
by him on the foot of the several Presentments made by the Grand Jury of the county of the city 
of Limerick, to reimburse the Government fjr the sums advanced by them to make the new Tipperary 
Road and the new City Gaol ; and that he do attend on the said first day of the Assizes, with all 
books of account and other documents relative to said Presentments and the levying thereof. 

Ordered, That the present Treasurer, William Lloyd, do also attend on the said first day of the 
next Assizes, in order to account, in such manner as the Court shall then direct, respecting the 
said Presentments. 

Ordered, That the Secretary to the Grand Jury do furnish the Court, on the same day, with the 
security or securities, if any, entered into by Mr. Morony, the late Treasurer, for his accounting as 
Treasurer aforesaid.

ORDER of Court, made by the Judge of Assize, at Summer Assizes 1820. 

In the matter of Edmond Morony, late Treasurer of the City. 

The said Edmond Morony, on the first day of the Assizes, was called upon to obey the Order of 
Spring Assizes 1820, by which he was directed to account upon oath, in manner therein mentioned, 
and also to attend with all Books of Account and other Documents as in said Order mentioned : and 
the said Edmond Morony having appeared in person, and also by his Counsel, insisted that there was 
no jurisdiction in this Court to enforce the said Order against a Treasurer out of office, and stated, 
that for that reason, and because he was not prepared to go into the Account required, he declined 
obedience to the said Order for the present; and the Secretary to the Grand Jury being also called 
upon to produce the Security or Securities of the said Edmond Morony, pursuant to the said Order, 
referred the Court to the Acting Clerk of the Crown for the same, who produced to the Court a Bond 
executed to the Crown, by Edmond Morony, Robert Briscoe, and William Norris, dated the 
2ist March 1811. And afterwards, on the last day of this Assizes, when the Grand Jury came for- 
ward with their Presentments, the Court handed to the said Grand Jury the said Bond, and directed 
them to take such measures as they might be advised for the purpose of enforcing the same against 
the said Edmond Morony and his Sureties ; and it appearing to the Court, by examination of the 
late Treasurer’s Accounts, and of the proceedings before the present and former Grand Juries 
appearing in the Grand Jury Books, that a considerable arrear is due by the said Edmond Morony, 
and that, either by his neglect or failure in raising sums heretofore directed to be raised by yearly 
portions, for the re-payment of the Treasurer of this County, of sums heretofore advanced to such 
Treasurer by order of the Lord Lieutenant, or from some other cause, a delay has arisen in the 
re-payment of £. 4,645. 5. 6. heretofore advanced by order of the said Lord Lieutenant, and ascer- 
tained, at the Summer Assizes 18x8, to be then due and unrepayed, and the same having appeared 
to be still due and unrepayed, the Court did accordingly require the said Grand Jury to present the 
said sum, to be raised in the manner before prescribed, and be paid forthwith to the Collector of the 
District; whereupon the said Grand Jury refused to present the same, alleging that the county of the 
said city was not able to bear such burthen, and that therefore they would not present the same.
